Rev. Hubbard, of Park Ridge, ad- 
dressed those attending the annua. 
banquet of the Arlington Heights 
Trade and Civic association Wed­ 
nesday evening, saying a number of 
pertinent things th at were so true 
that his hearers term ed his talk one 
of the best th at has been heard 
here for some time. 
Too many people 
sitting down 
and letting a few carry the load, 
has been the 
experience 
of the 
speaker, who blames much of the 
present upheaval in society to the 
selfishness of the average citizen 
who has lost all thought of ethics. 
“Forgotten ethics In business and 
social affairs leads V) downfall of 
society,” stated Rev. Hubbard. “We 
are showing this same attitude to ­ 
wards our institutions when we 
give one cent for religion, tw’o cents 
for education and feel that we have 
fulfilled our obligations to our fel­ 
lowmen—as we rush to the beauty 
parlor and spend 17c to make us 
look beautiful.” 
Rev. Hubbard stressed the fact 
th at every citizen owes cooperation 
and loyalty to the community and 
it3 institutions. 
The Trade and Civic association 
happens to be one of the local in 
stitutions that needs the support of 
the general public and whether or

The Seventh Anniversary of the 
founding of the Civilian Conserva­ 
tion Corps will be celebrated a t 
the largest CCC camp in the United 
States on April 28th, when the Sko­ 
kie Lagoons Project will hold open- 
house for guests as well as for the 
general public. 
Reunions of p ar­ 
ents and son will lend a colorful 
tone to a day already planned to be 
replete with entertainm ent. 
Starting with a Mass for the 
Catholic boys at 8:15 a. rn., the pro­ 
gram will continue throughout the 
day until 5 p. rn. 
General Camp 
services will be conducted by Lt. 
Achterniann, the Camp Chaplain, 
at IO a. rn. 
Dinner for enrollees and their 
guests as well as for those of the 
Army and National Park Service 
personnel will start at 11:45 in the 
mess halLs of the 
six companies 
now* at Skokie. 
A t one o’clock the camp and pro­ 
ject will be thrown open to the 
guests and public. 
Tours of in­ 
spection will start every IO minutes 
from the Inform ation booth 
and 
from the various companies. Tours 
through the camp will be conducted 
by the Reserve Army Officers un­

An appeal to the 
churches to 
keep out of the coming presidential 
campaign was made this we »k by 
Dr. W alter A. Maier cf Concordia 
Seminary, in the last of mr, cur­ 
rent series of nation-wide Luther­ 
an Hour broadcasts. 
“If the churches enter tins cam­ 
paign/’ the theologian continued, 
“they will be enlisted for every po­ 
litical battle; the ministry to m en’s 
souls will suffer and the mighty in­ 
fluence of C hrist’s gospel will be 
curtailed. Moreover, wnen preach­ 
ers enter the political arena, it will 
not be long before the government 
will meddle in church affairs.” 
Asserting that ninny of the nob­ 
ler religious conceptions have come 
to be regarded as merely abstract 
and impractical fancies, Dr. Maier 
. pleaded for a return cf the spiritual 
j confidence of first century Christ­ 
ianity. The early Christians who 
worshipped in the catacombs, br­ 
added, felt the presence of Christ 
in a real and personal way and were 
strengthened in every crisis by the 
realization of divine protection. 
Positive Christian faith, founded 
upon the life 
and 
promises of 
Christ, offers the way lo peace in a 
world which is tearing itself apart 
because of its lack of spiritual in­ 
spiration and conviction, according 
I to Dr. Maier. 
Announcement was made that 
the Lutheran Hour, now heard on 
175 stations in seven cutis, would 
be resumed in the fall on a greater 
number of stations, than ever be­ 
fore, including many foreign sta­ 
tions which will again r>e served by 
means of electrical transcriptions 
in English and other languages.

GARDEN TOPICS 
by HAROLD O. KLOPP 
Annuals are plants which are 
grown from seed each year, and 
whose roots die each winter. No 
garden can have a continual bloom­ 
ing season without the use of an­ 
nuals. For the time and expense 
required nothing will 
return so 
large a dividend in wealth of color 
and general satisfaction. The time 
to sow annuals is in the months of 
April ami May. 
Before sowing the seeds the soil 
should be well worked. The best 
fertilizer to use in the flower bed 
or cutting garden is well rotted cow 
manure. This should he spread over 
the arca to he used as flower bed, 
and dug in. If the soil is heavy 
clay, sand and humus or peat moss 
should he incorporated in the soil. 
After the soil is raked very fi*ie the 
seed should be planted and covered. 
There are annuals especially of 
value for cut flowers, annuals to 
be sown for ground cover, annuals 
which arc difficult to transplant suc­ 
cessfully, and annuals for carpet 
bedding and edging. 
Annuals especially valuable for 
cutting are, tall growing ageratum, 
snapdragon, marygokl, calendula, 
aster, bachelor button, cosmos, lark­ 
spur, california poppy, straw flow­ 
er, mignonette, salbiglossis, scab­ 
iosa, nasturium, pansies, and zin­ 
nias. The above flowers are 
all 
easily raised from seed. 
The annuals especially valuable 
for ground cover are dwarf ager­ 
atum, sweet alyssum, 
candytuft, 
forget-me-not, p o r t u I a c a, and 
dwarf mignonette. 
Annuals difficult to transplant 
and should he .sown where they are 
expected to remain are larkspur, 
California 
poppies, 
babybreath, 
sweet peas, lupin, poppy, nastur­ 
ium, phlox drummondi, and bache- 
lor-buttong. 
Annuals especially of value for 
bedding and edging are petunias, 
dwarf ageratum, sweet 
alyssum, 
lobelia, candytuft, bigonia, dwarf j 
marygokl, verbena and torania. 
To obtain the hest bloom it is ad­ 
visable to buy the following an­ 
nuals as plants, petunias, ageratum, j 
lobelia, lantana, verbenas, helio-! 
trope and sweet alyssum. 
There are approximately three to 
lour hundred annual 
plants used 
for their flowers and colorful fol­ 
iage, hut the above listing are the 
easiest to grow, and will give you 
beauty in the garden, and in the 
house as cut flowers.

BECHAMEL SAUCE 


Melt 3 tbsp, butter in a saucepan over low heat. Remove from 
heat and slowly blend in 4 tbsp, flour, Vz tsp. salt, 'A tsp. pepper and 
Va tsp. paprika. Return to heat and add I cup of meat stock (stock can 
be made by dissolving one bouillon cube in I cup of boiling water). 
Blend in Vi cup cream and cook IO minutes over direct heat or 20 min­ 
utes in double boiler, stirring constantly to keep the mixture from 
lumping. Serve hot over ham timbales. 
Y'ou can make this sauce ahead of time and keep it hot in the double 
boiler, you know. 


DUCHESS POTATOES 


Mix together 3 cups of riced potatoes, 3 tbsp, butter and part of 
8 beaten egg yolks—reserving the rest of the yolks for brushing the 
top of the cakes. Add salt and pepper to taste. Shape by means of a 
pastry tube into roses, leaves, pyramids, etc. Brush over with the 
remaining beaten egg yolks to which I tsp. water has been added. Brown 
in a hot oven, 450° F. for 5 minutes. This amount will make 8 servings.

'Babying' of Youth 
Deplored by W riter 


IT*L A M IN G y o u th has dis- 
I 
appeared. 
In its place stands a chronic 
invalid supported by crutches sup­ 
plied by a public over-eager to 
help a problem, once serious, which 
has now become even greater in an 
entirely different aspect. In brief, 
youth has become a career, a racket 
in which young men and women of 
today’ are the pitiable pawns. 
Maxine Davis, well-known author, 
examining the so-called youth prob­ 
lem in the May issue of Cosmopoli­ 
tan, denies its very existence. The 
problem, srhe says, is purely an 
economic one, and can be solved to 
a great extent by youths them­ 
selves. Boys and girls today lack 
the imagination, inventiveness, and 
ambition which for years charac­ 
terised the younger generation. 
Organizations, sponsored by the 
government and by private agen­ 
cies, were set up during the lean 
years between 1930 and 1935 to 
help struggling young Americans 
get a better start in life, and they 
have survived despite materially 
improved conditions. Their initial 
purpose obscured, these groups 
have come to foster the belief in 
youth that its members are figures 
of high tragedy, victims of sources 
beyond their control, against which 
they are as helpless as a canoe in 
a Pacific typhoon. This is, natural­ 
ly, riot only a vitiating state of 
mind to them, but also a menace 
to our democracy. A quick glance 
overseas is all that is necessary to 
show how much power may be 
usurped by using youth as a prime 
tool in accomplishing political ends. 
“Assume responsibilities,” Miss 
Davis advises young people. “Don’t 
whine about youth's 
handicaps. 
Take part in community enterprise. 
Understand community and state, 
and national issues. Join a politic 
| cal party and work and vote. You 
are an adult, not a child.” 
It is high time for youth to snap 
out of its lethargy. Miss Davis con­ 
tends, to stop whimpering over its 
plight, which she suggests is not

Bishop Stewart 
To Speak In 
Mount Prospect 


The 
Right 
Reverend 
George 
Craig Stewart, L.H.D., Bishop of 
Chicago, will be the preacher at 
Evening Prayer next Wednesday 
night at 8 o’clock in St. John’s 
church, Mount Prospect. 
Bishop 
Stewart is rated as one of the most 
outstanding religious speakers in 
the Chicago area and is one of the 
foremost preachers in the Episco­ 
pal church. His address will cli­ 
max the series of Post-Easter ad­ 
dresses sponsored by 
St. John’s 
church and will be followed by an 
informal reception in the basement 
of the church where light refresh­ 
ments will be served. The public 
is invited to attend both the ser­ 
vice and the reception. 
Bishop Stewart came to the Epis­ 
copal church after having served as 
a minister in the Methodist church, 
for which he served as pastor in 
the Calumet Heights M. E. churcn 
and St. Stephen’s M. E. church in 
Chicago.

Deacon and Priest in the Episcopa! 
church, he served St. Elizabeth’s 
church in Glencoe, and was later 
called to be rector of St. Luke’s, 
Evanston.

He 
remained as rector for twenty-six 
years until his elevation to the 
Episcopate ten years ago.

County Jobless 
Draw Much Cash 
In Benefit Year 


Unemployed workers 
in Cook 
county, were paid a total of $17,- 
003,099 in Unemployment compen­ 
sation during the benefit year that 
ended on March 31, State Director 
of Labor Martin P. Durkin an­ 
nounced today. 
“These figures do not represent 
benefits for a full year,” Director 
Durkin said. “We did not start to 
take benefit claims until July I, 
1939. So the benefit year which 
ended on March 31, was actually 
only three quarters of a year. 
“Between July I, 1939 and March 
31, of this year, benefits were paid 
on the basis of insured earnings 
in the year PJ38. After March 31 
we started playing benefits on the 
basis of wages earned in insured 
jobs in 1939, 
• 
Workers who can qualify for 
benefits at the present time are 
those who have earned at least $225 


in insured employment in the calen 
dar year 1939. 
Insured employ 
ment, in general, means employ­ 
ment with a concern that had eight 
or more workers in 1939. On Jan­ 
uary I, 1940 concerns having six 
or more workers became subject 
to the law, but the employees of 
those concerns will not be eligible 
for benefits until March 31, 1941. 
The money paid to the unem­ 
ployed in benefits goes back almost 
immediately into the business of 
the community, 
Director Durkin 
pointed out. 
Most of it is spent 
with retailers for food, clothing, 
and other family necessities short­ 
ly after the check is received. Dur­ 
kin said that for this reason, those 
benefit checks are a direct benefit 
to everybody in the community.

At a meeting of the Wheeling 
Community 
Center 
Board 
last 
week it was learned that the Com­ 
munity hall had served a greater 
number of persons in a more var­ 
ied program ol activities 
during 
this season than before. 
To the present date the hall was 
used for eighteen public socials this 
season, which drew a total attend­ 
ance of over 3,500 perspns, and five 
more are scheduled for the next 
month. By the close of the season 
a total of fourteen money raising 
public socials benefiting six local 
organizations, and nine non-profit 
public social events will have been 
held. These have offered a variety 
of entertainm ents including movies, 
concerts, suppers, dances, agricul­ 
tural demonstration, card parties, 
am ateur dram atics and school pro­ 
grams. 
A part from the public school pro­ 
gram s the pupils of the four upper 
grades used the gym daily for 
game periods through the w inter 
months, and the school team also 
used it for basketball. Pupils of the 
first four grades spent two periods 
of supervised play rn the gym each 
week under the direction of their 
teachers. 
The gym has been in use eighty- 
five evenings since October as fol­ 
lows: Basketball 17, volleyball 22, 
Badminton 9, directed recreation 
19, public functions IS. An average 
of 125 persons participated regu­ 
larly in the weekly groups. 
The 
volley ball group began as a m ar­ 
ried men’s group playing on FYiday 
evenings. By the end of the season 
the wives and children had joined 
the group making it a family night, 
dividing their time on the gym floor 
and the basement game room. 
The recreational 
program 
was 


substantially increased this sea­ 
son through the efforts of the new­ 
ly organized Recreation club. The 
club raised a total of $350.00 dur­ 
ing the season for the advancement

Feeding Qood Hay 
One of Best Ways 
To Reduce Costs 


Producing and feeding high-qual­ 
ity hay is one of the best ways to 
lowe r livestock feeding costs, points 
out W. B. Nevens, professor of 
dairy cattle feeding at the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
To make the present conservation 
program of growing more acres of 
soil-building legumes and fewer 
acres of soil-depleting cash crops 
more effective. Nevens advocates 
using high-quality nay for 
live­ 
stock feed and the poorer grades 
for bedding, which can be returned 
to the soil in the form or manure. 
On most farm s material savings in 
the cost of producing livestock and 
livestock products result from feed­ 
ing more high-quality hay and jess 
grain for each animal unit. 
“Then too only high-quality le­ 
gume hay sells for more than tile 
value of the phosphorus, nitrogen 
and potassium it contains. The fer­ 
tility value of alfalfa, clover and 
soybean hay is $8 to $9 a ton. 'I hIs 
means that a profit is possible only 
on the highest grades when one is 
raising hay for market.

W eights and Measures—In 1921 
the Illinois legislature revised the 
state law on weights and measures 
and provided that “the weights and 
measures received from the United 
States under joint resolution of 
Congress approved June 14, 1836,— 
and such new weights and meas­ 
ures as shall be received—and— 
supplied by the State in conform­ 
ity therewith and certified by the 
national 
Bureau 
of 
Standards, 
shall be the State 
Standards of 
weights and measures.” 


The law enables cities to set up 
a supervision and inspection ser­ 
vice and specifies that when not 
otherwise provided by law the ui- 
rector of the state departm ent cf 
agriculture shall test and inspect 
weights and measures used by any­ 
one in dealing with the 
public. 
Those found violating the standards 
established by law may be prose­ 
cuted. 


Among the laws tm weights and 
measures arc the following:

form must have a weight, measure 
or numerical count conspicuously 
marked on the package. 
Butter, oleomargarine and bread 
m ud be sold by weight.

“All fertilizer contains three ele­ 
ments. The first is nitrogen; the 
second phosphorous; and tire third 
potash. A 4-12-6 fertilizer, for in- 
s ta nee, will 
have VA 
nitrogen, 
127< phosphoric acid and (VA }>ot- 
ash. 
“The most costly part of the fer­ 
tilizer is nitrogen. 
If a fertilizer 
has VA nitrogen it will have four 
pounds of nitrogen in 109 pounds 
of fertilizer. Since it requires about 
one pound of nitrogen to make a 
bushel cf corn there may conceiv­ 
ably be enough nitrogen for four 
bushels of corn in IOO pounds. 
“However, most of ine experi­ 
mental work done so far has not 
shown any increase in corn due to 
the use of nitrogen in a fertilizer. 
Therefore, for the most part our 
recommendation is for rang g re y ­ 
ing field crops that nitrogen does 
not pay for the application. 
“Practically all 
soils in 
Cook 
county are deficient rn phosphorous, 
therefore, unless rock 
phosphate 
has been used on t~e soil and a 
, crop of. sweet clover 
or all alfa 
,"**1 grown subsequently, as a rule it 
will pay to use loo to 150 pounds 
of fertilizer containing Z0f/c phos­ 
phoric acid. 
“The soils w’e have tested so far 
do not indicate any considerable de­ 
ficiency in potash. 
We question 
whether it pays to use a great deal 
of potash in our fertilizer. 
For 
safety it might pay to use a small 
amount of potash therefore we be­ 
lieve w’e would use 
a 0-20-0 or 
something like 0-20-10 fertilizer on 
our corn. If the ground is inclined 
to have a little peat in it or be in a 
bog potash is certainly to be recom­ 
mended and in that case a fertiliz­ 
er carrying a percentage of potash 
may well be u-ed with the crop.”

Stenciled Woodwork 
An unusual but interesting m an­ 
ner of treating woodwork is to apply 
a stencil design in combination with 
staining. The stencil design is first 
applied to the wood with varnish, 
clear lacquer or shellac. 
Next, the 
stain is applied, which, of course, 
does not penetrate the coated stencil­ 
ing. 
The surplus stain is then re­ 
moved with a soft cloth. If the wood 
is to be finished in natural color, the 
stencil design is done in japan or 
color varnish before the surface is 
filled or varnished.

NEW VORK, April 22 — BUSI­ 
N ESS — Signs pointing to i m p l i ­ 
ed business on four m ajor fronts 
bolster the feeling that the down- 
slope of industrial activity will not 
continue into the summer. The four 
factors pointed out by the Bureau 
o f 
Agricultural 
Economics are: 
Signs of better demand for steel; 
increased buying of textiles, reviv­ 
ing interest in home building, and 
increase in industrial exports.
